~ over — and 1,300 needed by employees of 
downtown businesses alone, not to men- 
tion shoppers the planners deemed 
those two ideas worth proposing to 
townspeople, even if they. won’t solve ev- 
erybody’s parking problems 

“You've got to start somewhere,”’

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A Summer Of Hiking, Touring 


For six weeks this summer, ten-year- 
old Mark Jaklovsky of Andover was de- 
prived of video games, Big Macs and po- 
megranates. 

But there were compensations: He 
hiked through mountain villages and 
toured medieval cities, explored castles 
and caves, and became, in the process, 
quite fluent in the Slovak language. 

Mark, the son of Jozef and Jolana Jak- 
lovsky of Pleasant Street, left Andover 
early this summer for a six-week visit to 
Czechoslovakia, his parents’ homeland 
The Jaklovskys (including Mark's older 
sister, Tatiana) have lived in Andover 
for eight years; the family came to the 
United States in 1969 

Accompanied by his great-aunt, Mar 

aret Hilovsky (who lives in Andover 
with the Jaklovskys), Mark traveled 
throughout Czechoslovakia, visiting his 
maternal and paternal grandparents and 
numerous aunts, fincles and cousins in 
villages and cities all over the eastern 
European country. 

A Pike School fifth-grader who says 
science is ‘‘pretty much’”’ his favorite 
subject, Mark is blond, blue-eyed, and 
disarmingly articulate and poised. He 
enjoys playing soccer, tennis and chess, 
ind ‘‘collecting butterflies with my 
dad.” He has also studied piano for five 
years, and violin for the past year 

He traveled to Czechoslovakia be- 
cause, ‘‘I wanted to visit my relatives, to 
see and experience a bit of the world, 
and to improve on the language.” (The 
Czech people actually speak two lan- 
guages: Slovak and Czech. The two are 
very similar, Mark says, but differ ia 
spelling and pronunciation 

Mrs. Jaklovsky explains that before 
his trip, Mark understood when his par- 
ents spoke to him in Slovak, but always 
responded in English. Now he speaks his 
parents’ native language fluently. 

‘At first I had some trouble,”’ Mark 
says. ‘I kept repeating things, or else I'd 
just forget about the whole thing. But I 
got used to the language in two or three 
weeks. 

‘My cousins always helped me,’’ he 
adds. “Once in a while they laughed at 
me, because what I said sounded foolish 
The European fashion of speaking is dif- 
ferent than ours 

[he young traveler spent much of his 
trip on the road from one destination to 
the next, trying to visit as many rela- 
tives as possible. He stayed in the vil- 
lages of Poproc and Lastovece, as well 
as the cities of Spisska Noa Ves, Trebi- 
sov, Kosice, dnd — briefly — Prague. 

Czechoslovakia is made up of ‘‘a lot of 
different geographical areas,”’ Mark 
says. “I mostly liked the area around 
Sp@sska Noa Ves, which has mountains. 
There are also a lot of forests. 

‘In Trebisov, there are mostly plains, 
scattered trees and small glades,’’ he 
continues. “It’s a small breadbasket of 
Czechoslovakia. The area around Poproc 
and Kosice is mostly wooded, and a lot of 


it is hilly. Then before you get to Prague, 
there are plains.” 

The way Mark spent his days de- 
pended upon where he was, he explains. 
In the cities, he toured; in the moun- 
tains, he explored the forests. And on the 
plains, “I read a bit, played a bit, or I 
just threw pebbles at the roosters and 
chased the chicks. The chicks are quite 
big — they’re not the little yellow fuzzy 
ones.” 

He most enjoyed staying in the country 
villages of the Carpathian Mountains, 
the mountain range that runs between 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. ‘‘I like to 
hike,”’ he explains. ‘‘I liked exploring the 
different areas, the hills, with my cous- 
ins. It’s huge 

In the villages, the visitor found a 
‘more primitive life than here in And- 
over.’’ Most of the villages were ‘quite 
small,’’ with 5,000 to 7,000 inhabitants; 
some, in the high mountains, had fewer 
than 1,000. ‘‘One village had ten to twen- 
ty houses, one church, and that was all. 
Most villages don't even have a postal 
office."’ 

Mark noted that the villages were sep- 
arated from one another by mountains 
and plains, and are “‘not close and bun- 
ched together’ as cities and towns are 
here. And unlike Andover, the villages 
have no more than two or three “little 
Only in the big city do you find 
large ones like Demoulas or Sears.”’ 

But perhaps the most striking differ 
ence between the Czech villages and his 
hometown was the housing, he says 

‘They are all one-story. Here in And- 
over, most all houses are built with two 
stories. And I didn’t see one single house 
made out of wood — they laugh at us for 
building wooden houses. Their houses 
are always brick or stone.”’ 

Away from the villages, Mark enjoyed 
exploring dramatic-looking 
churches and museums, and beautiful 
castles made of stone. 

“Every castle was built on a steep hill, 
to make it harder for invaders to reach 
them,’’ he says. He saw crypts that held 
the marble coffins of kings and the 
remains of one memorable noblewoman 
who was somehow preserved intact. She 
can be seen, ‘all gray and dusty,”’ in a 
glass case. 

In Prague, he visited the old town hall 
and its famous clock tower. Every hour, 
the mechanical figures that decorate the 
clock (which is also a calendar) are set 
in motion as 4 skeleton-figure rings a 
bell. The city was ‘‘nice — very cultural, 
really,’ Mark says, especially ‘‘the old 
part’’ where the clock tower can be 
found. “‘It’s all medieval.’ The newer 
parts of the city consist of “‘buildings, 
condominiums and apartments.”’ 

Mark spent a little over one day in Pra- 
gue, and regrets that he saw little be- 
cause he was stricken with tonsillitis 
while in the city. (He was surprised that 
the doctor who treated him there spoke 
English. ‘‘There was a lot of English in

Prague.’ 

Mark’s parents point out that Czecho- 
slovakia has been occupied by many 
‘tribes and countries” during its history, 
and still bears the cultural traces of each 
of those occupying forces: Romans, 
Turks, Germans, Austria-Hungarians. 

Thus the people of side-by-side villages 
may speak different languages, eat dif- 
ferent foods, have different architecture 
and customs, Mrs. Jaklovsky says. ‘‘It’s 
like small melting pots.’’ Except, Mr 
Jaklovsky adds, “they are not melted.”’ 

Mark did not find those differences 
particularly remarkable, however. On 
the surface, he says, Czechoslovakia’s 


people all seem ‘‘the same. I think you 
would have to live there a long time to 
see the differences.’ But he did notice “a 
lot of gypsies,” who were originally 
brought to the country from India as 
slaves. 

Becoming comfortable in another cul- 
ture took Mark no more than one week, 
he says, because life in Czechoslovakia 
seemed ‘‘quite similar” to life in And- 
over. ‘There weren't hard things to ad- 
just to.” For instance: “Over here, we 
go out to shop once for the week, or for 
two weeks. Over there, every morning

Stephen D’Adario of Andover has never run a 
nightclub before, but ever since his first visit to 
a Boston comedy club in 1978 (for a birthday 
celebration arranged by friends), he’s known he 
was destined to do it one day. 

“T was in love,” he recalls. “I knew that’s 
what I wanted to do — it’s been my dream.”

And on Sunday night, Bob Seibel (‘the come- 
dian’s comedian”’), Ear] Reed, and Chance Lan- 
gton will be on stage at Stevie D’s. 

D’Adario, who lives on York Street with his 
wife, hopes to book ‘‘al] types’’ of comedy acts 
at the club, from vaudeville-style acts to stanti- 
up cornics, impressionists, comedy teams, im- 
provisationists, ‘‘men, women — everything.”’

Drug Task Force Gets Funds wedding ing of 1 


District Attorney Kevin M. Burke, Congress- 
man Nicholas Mavroules (D4th District) and 
Congressman Chester G. Atkins (D-5th District) 
held a joint press conference Monday to an- 
nounce the awarding of a National Institute of 
Justice grant to Essex County’s Drug Task 
Force. The grant totals $136,279 and will focus 
on street-level drug enformcement in Lawrence. 

Burke stated, ‘‘We are encouraged by the rec- 
eipt of this federal funding that the new ap- 
proach to drug enforcement we insituted in 
Essex County in 1983 has the potential to become 
a national model for dealing with serious drug 
trafficking, drug related crime and the accom- 
panying disorder that exist in our older cities.”’ 

Burke first initiated the Drug Task Force in 
Lynn where he directed his new approach in 
concentrating enforcement pressure on the first- 
line drug dealers and drug buyers through street 
surveillance, execution of search warrants and 
use of information provided by citizens through 
a “Drug Hotline.”’ In the summer of 1984, én- 
couraged by the Lynn results, Burke targeted 
the task force activities to Lawrence. 

Mavroules commented, ‘This particular Na- 
tional Institute grant is another positive in- 
stance where clearly designated federal 
assistance in the hands of local officials can 
make a significant nation-wide contribution in 
the war against drugs. 

I am confident the federally funded evaluation 
will reveal that the impressive success enjoyed 
by District Attorney Burke’s Essex County Drug 
Task Force in Lynn has been repeated in Law- 
rence. And, furthermore, I believe Mr. Burke’s

they get fresh food. My cousins went out 
every day for bread, eggs, butter, milk.” 

The weather was ‘“‘sort of like our New 
England weather, only a litle milder,” 
although it rained ‘‘most of the time”’ in 
Spisska Noa Ves, and Lastovece was 
very hot, ‘‘in the eighties and nineties.” 

* As for the Czechs, they were ‘‘very 
friendly. Once in a while they can get 
pretty stubborn,” Mark says, ‘‘usually 
the older ones, like my older cousins. 
They’re quite adventurous — they ex- 
plore a lot, and they have a great passion 
to do certain things.” 

To his parents’ surprise, the traveler 
says he was never homesick. “‘Once in a 
while I wished I were home for some rea- 
son,” he says, ‘‘but I never really missed 

* home.” 

When pressed, Mark admits that he 
did miss “‘my electronic games and my 
board games. They don’t have any video 
games. And there were no places for ten- 
nis, so I never had a chance to play. 
There were a lot of soccer fields, but 
there were never enough people to start 
a game. Nobody there plays soccer dur- 
ing the summer.” 

The only part of Czechoslovakia that 
Mark was glad to leave behind, he says, 
was the food. 

“T was getting sick of the food. I didn’t 
always eat,” he confesses. ‘It was okay 
once in a while, but not always. Over

there they eat a lot of meats, and it’s 
greasy and heavy.”’ He didn’t like duck, 
for instance, or pork, ‘‘and I didn’t 
aways favor the chicken.” 

Mark also missed fruits — ‘‘They only 
have peaches and cherries and plums. 
You can’t get any oranges, or pomegra- 
nates’’ — raw vegetables, substantial 
breakfasts, and America’s favorite: fast 
food. ‘“‘They have no McDonald’s, or Bur- 
ger King, or Wendy’s, or Papa Gino’s 
pizza.”’ 

Still, not even such culinary trials have 
dampened Mark’s interest in travel. 
With his parents he has already been to 
Germany, Switzerland, Spain, Mexico, 
the Caribbean, and the island of Major- 
ca, and he’s traveled through France 
and Austria as well. 

Next summer, he hopes to visit 
France. “I want to start learning about 
the language, and also to see the coun- 
try. It’s very nice country.”” He would 
also like to see Moscow and Vienna, 
“and maybe Greece and Italy.”’ 

And someday he would like to return to 
Czechoslovakia, too. “‘I’d like to visit 
some places I didn’t get to see, and I'd 
like to see more of Prague. I also would 
like to visit Bratislava. — the Danube 
flows through it.” 

All in all, Mark says, his Czechoslova- 
kian summer was ‘“‘great.’’ Even without 
pomegranates.

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Tentative Approval Given To 
Lupine Road Auto Body Shop

The Zoning Board of Appeals has given 
a tentative go ahead to James Leasing 
company, Burlington, for the transfer of 
a special permit to operate an auto body 
shop on Lupine Road. 

The president of James Leasing pre- 
sented preliminary plans during last 
Thursday’s Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting. James DiCostano, president of 
the company, informed the ZBA during a 
Sept. 5 hearing that the auto body shop 
would service “‘high-line cars, like Mer- 
cedes Benz.”’ 

DiCostano plans to combine and oper- 
ate one auto body shop. Academy Ga- 
rage and Service Station, 11 Lupine 
Road, is currently owned and operated 
by Thomas Moreau. The special permit 
held by Moreau allows parking for up to 
five cars. 


Preliminary plans presented to the 
ZBA by DiCostano, allow for parking 
spaces for 82 cars. A galvanized chain- 
link fence topped with barbed wire, will 
surround the site. Trees will be planted 
along the fence to provide further cover- 
age. 

Dicostano told the board that, with this 
type of coverage the cars should not be 
visible from the street. 

‘“‘We have had a great deal of problems 
with that area, cars parked willy-nilly 
behind and beside the fence that once 
existed,’”’ Board Chairman Wesley Whit- 
ney said. ‘I wouldn’t want a repeat ar- 
rangement of this kind.”’ 


“Once the fence is installed, you will 
be able to see nothing but trees,” 
DiConstano said. 


James DiCostano is president and own- 
er of a group of national dealerships that 
sell and repair a volume of 10,000 cars 
per year. 

The auto body shop, ‘‘will look like a 
bank,’’ according to DiCostanu. 

‘The market in this area is d®sperate 
for a first quality body shop,’’ DiCostano 
said. 

The ZBA visted the Lupine Road site 
Saturday morning and gave a tentative 
decision that would allow the transfer of 
a special permit with a five-year limita- 
tion along with conditions. 

The conditions relate to fencing, pav- 
ing, the number of cars, employee and 
customer parking, screening and light- 
ing based on the adopted plan proposed 
by DiCostano, accerding to Chairman 
Whitney. 


In other business: following Saturday 
site visits, the ZBA granted petitioners 
Claire L. Pierro, Frank Pierro Jr., and 
Colleen A. Pierro, for the property lo- 
cated at 543 Lowell St., and adjacent 
land with frontage on Lowell Street, a 
tentative approval for a variance to per- 
mit the division of a parcel of land which 
would not meet frontage requirements. 


Annita Marino, 32 Riverina Road, was 
granted tentative approval on a petition 
to remove the condition that the dwelling 
be owner occupied to continue the exis- 
tance of a two-family residence in an 
area zoned for single-family dwellings 


Fina! decisions will be read during the 
next public hearing of the ZBA, on 
Thursday, Oct.4 


Boston Bus Service Assured

No formal agreement had been 
reached as of yesterday, but Trombly 
Motor Coach Service, Inc., officials are 
confident that another bus company 
“definitely” will be ready to pick up 
Trombly’s Boston bus routes next week 

Trombly will end its Boston service, 
which it has offered to local commuters 
since 1969, as of Saturday. Company 
comptroller Michael Trombly explained 
last week that the service would be dis- 
continued because it is no longer finan- 
cially feasible for the North Andover 
company. 

The comptroller yesterday told the 
TOWNSMAN that Trombly has been ne- 
gotiating with a new bus line interested 
in taking over the Boston commuter 
service, and said he was “very opti- 


mistic’’ that Trombly would reach an 
agreement with the new firm by the end 
of this week. 

“Right now we do not have a formal 
agreement,”’ he said, ‘‘but I feel that we 
will close up the agreement Friday 
Service will definitely continue next 
week — there is service.’’ He did not 
name the interested company 

Fearing that Boston-bound commuters 
might be left without a bus next Monday, 
town officials have scheduled a ‘‘com- 
muter workshop”’ for 7:30 tonight at Me- 
morial Auditorium 


Principal Planner Nancy Jeton of the 
Community Development and Planning 
staff said yesterday that if a new compa- 
ny does in fact stand ready to pick up the 


Boston routes, representatives of that 
company will be on hand tonight to dis- 
cuss possible changes in the service 
(new bus stops, for example) 

And if by chance Trombly’s negotia 
tions with the unnamed company prove 
unsuccessful, Jeton added," town officials 
will offer commuters advice on forming 
car pools and van pools, taking the Bos 
ton and Maine commuter train that runs 
through Andover, and other alternatives. 

Trombly has cited commuter train 
service as a major reason for his compa- 
ny’s decision to end its Boston service as 
of Sept. 14. The bus company estimates 
that, its Boston fares should be $5 one- 
way to be profitable. But Trombly has 
kept fares at $2.90 to remain competitive 
with federally-subsidized train fares, 


which are $2.25 one-way; commuters can 
save some $300 per year by taking the 
train, he noted 


The bus company carries approxi 
mately 1,000 Boston-bound commuters 
each day, the comptroller said, pickin; 
up passengers in Salem, N.H., Methuen 
Lawrence, North Andover, and Andove 

About 30 Trombly employees will lose 
their jobs as a result of the company’: 
decision to discontinue its Boston routes, 
Trombly said. 


The company will continue its school 
bus service it has more than 50 schoo! 
buses contracted to local communities, 
including Andover — as well as its schoo] 
charter buses, according to the comp- 
troller. 


Enrollment Down Slightly _ .

Enrollment was down in the Andover 
schools this fall when the doors opened 
on Thursday, Sept. 5 

The elementary school lost a total of 
three students and the secondary school 
lost 168 in this year’s enrollment, accord- 
ing to School Superintendent Dr. Ken- 
neth R. Seifert. 

Enrollment in 1984, was 5,024, this year 
enrollment is 4,853. 

“The first couple of weeks of school 
there is a great deal of coming in and 
going out,’’ Dr. Seifert told THE 
TOWNSMAN. ‘We consider Oct. 1. to be 
the deadline for getting an accurate 
count of the school population. By then it 
has stabilized.”’ 


Some new programs will be instituted 
this year in the school system. West Ju- 
nior High will begin a pilot project for 
seventh graders to improve study skills 

Doherty Junior High will have a pro- 
gram to aid students who have difficulty 
adjusting to school and poor study hab- 
its. A different method of teaching will 
be used to help the students with study 
and school adjustment problems, 
according to Seifert. 

Changes in the Foreign Language de- 
partment will include a new approach to 
beginning French and Spanish. 

The new textbooks are more modern 
and are more conversational, according 
to Alison Guess, advanced French and 


Spanish I teacher at the high school. In 
addition to the textbooks, the department 
has received new language tapes 

“The students can hear a multitude of 
voices in different accents,’’ Guess said 
“It is a great aid in the student’s compre- 
hension of the spoken language. There is 
a great deal more oral reinforcement 
The students receive it from hearing my 
speech and the models from the tape 
They learn to imitate new accents right 
away.” 

The new textbooks include updated 
pictures and much more culture, accord- 
ing to Guess. 

“It is more enjoyable teaching from 
the new books,” Guess said. ‘‘Before the 


teacher had to fill in all the gaps, there 
was no oral reinforcement from the 
book 

A new social studies program that was 
piloted in the eighth grade last year, will 


be instituted in the seventh through 
tenth 
The concentration in social studie 


falls in the Western World, North and 
South America, according to Assistant 
Superintendent Leslie Loomis. 

‘In the seventh grade the program fo 
cuses on the eastern hemisphere,” Loo 
mis said. ‘“‘We will be concentrating on 
the Middle and Far East, dealing with

Alleviate 
The Problem 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

As a business owner in the Central 
Business District of Andover, I find the 
lack of free, available, adequate, all-day 
parking spaces to be a deplorable condi- 
tion. It is impossible for any business 
owner to conduct good, sound business 
with customers when we must constantly 
concern ourselves with two-hour parking 
limits, chalked tires, parking tickets and 
their resulting fines. 

Many of my customers have com- 
plained about the lack of parking and 
their concern about receiving a parking 
ticket if they spend too much time shop- 
ping in town. As a result, many of my 
customers have informed that they shop 
at ‘“‘malls’”’ where free, available parking 
is easy to find. 

I have endeavored to keep the down- 
town shopping area a satisfying and ex- 
citing place to shop, but the lack of 
parking is becoming a detriment to con- 
ducting and remaining in business. 

As 4 business owner, I must conform 
to the rules, regulations and conducts set 
by the Town Offices, yet nothing is being 
done to absolve any of us from the con- 
stant worry of where we and our custom- 
ers should park our cars. Suggestions 
made by the Police Department, the 


Town Manager and the Town Clerk to 
park on residential streets abutting town 
are hardly a solution and are most unfair 
to the homeowners on those streets. 

At present, the majority of parking 
spaces around town are full before 9 
a.m., taken by Boston commuters (many 
of them from surrounding Massachu- 
setts towns and New Hampshire) who 
find a $5 parking ticket much cheaper 
than driving to Boston and parking all 
day in a parking garage. Even long- 
term, four-hour metered parking will not 
solve the problem as the Boston commut- 
ers will park there first to avoid two-hour 
parking fines. 

In addition, it is very difficult and of- 
ten impossible for the merchants and 
their staff to vacate their businesses ev- 
ery two hours to move their cars, only to 
take another parking space and repeat 
this procedure again two hours later. 
More tickets are issued to Andover mer- 
chants because we are waiting on cus- 
tomers and the two-hour parking limit 
expires. If we continuously desert our 
customers every two hours to move our 
cars, eventually we will lose our custom- 
ers and, possibly, our businesses, leaving 
Andover’s Central Business District a 
ghost town with functioning Town Offices 
but no businesses to preside over. Ab- 
surd, but possible. 

Before it’s too late, please do some- 
thing to alleviate this problem.

The ninth and tenth grade concentra- 
tion in social studies will be a two year 
sequence, according to Loomis. 

‘The ninth grade will focus on the his- 
tory and structure of government from 
the Colonial to the Reconstruction peri- 
od,’ Loomis said. ‘‘There will be a unit 
that will cover the genocide of the Jews 
of Nazi Germany and the Armenian peo- 


ple 

The tenth grade will pick up from post- 
Reconstruction period to the present. 

“There will be a good deal of emphasis 
on time and place up to the present, 
through Vietnam and post-Vietnam.”’ 
Loomis said. ‘‘We want to use the history 
as a lens to look at what’s going on in 
U.S. relations with the world today.” 

The impact of the new textbooks, shifts 
the focus away from teachers purely di- 
dactic way of teaching, to an increase in 
the students comprehension of history 
from their thoughts and experience, 
according to Loomis. 

The new program was a product of a 
study of the curriculum through last 
spring and summer. The teachers shared 
the skills that they had found to be most 
effective and creative in the classroom, 
according to Loomis. 

‘“‘We went to publishers outside the 
school system and studied other social 

*studies curriculum in other systems to 
develop the shift in fistructural methods 
of teaching social studies.” Loomis said.

10 Years Ago — September 1975 

The fifth member of the School Com 
mittee may be chosen at a special joint 
meeting of the selectmen and school 
board Monday night, but chances are 
slim it will be one of the six persons who 
have signified an interest in the position. 
As was the case last fall, when a school 
board vacancy was created by John G. 
Wragg stepping down in mid-term, the 
selectmen retain the upper hand in the 
appointment should they vote in consort. 
Nothing has been said in this regard this 
time, but it is believed the selectmen will 
have a candidate of their own come Mon- 
day night. 

Everything is going as scheduled for 
the First Annual Art in the Park on Oct. 
4. Registrations have been flowing in 
steadily and the committee is now mov- 
ing into ‘“‘Phase II” of its planning: The 
Day of the Show. Planning for this event 
begin in early February and organizatio- 
nal work continued through the summer.

the north; Punchard Avenue to the 
south; Park Street to the east; and lower 
Essex Street to the west. 

Jeton asked whether the planners were 
interested in “rounding off the rough 
edges” of the zone to create a square or 
rectangular zone, instead of the existing 
oddly-shaped zone. That might mean los- 
ing about 45 housing units, she said. 

“What’s wrong with rough edges?”’ 
planner Andrew Gifawood asked. ‘What 
would be the benefit?”’ 

After little discussion, it was the 
board’s consensus that, as Jeton said, “‘It 
is not yet time to expand the general 
business zone.” 

Moving on to the issue of mix of uses — 
that is, the mix of commercial versus 
retail space — the planners concluded 
that they’d like to see more retail space 
in downtown Andover, especially on 
Park and Barnard streets behind old 
Town Hall. 

The CBD draft report shows that the 
town has few retail vacancies, while ten 
percent of its office space is vacant, Je- 
ton said, leading the board to believe the 
town has all the offices it needs, at least 
for the moment. 

With that in mind, board members 
said they would like to restrict first-floor 
use along Park and Barnard streets to 
retail only, consigning offices to second- 
floor space. 

They would also like to see the old town 
house dedicated to retail use (including a 
post office retail window, which postal 
officials have yet to rule out), the plan- 
ners indicated 

Board members also agreed that with

plenty of office space already available, 
there’s no need to create a buffer zone 
around the CBD; a buffer zone would 
consist of offices intermingled with resi- 
dential buildings. 

Bradshaw said she’d recommend wait- 
ing for the office vacancy rate to come 
down to five percent before seriously 
considering the buffer zone idea. Planner 
Paul Curley, however, proposed a buffer 
zone made up of multiple-family housing 
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to ring the business zone. 

Finally, the board touched briefly on 
the issue of aesthetics Tuesday night. Je- 
ton said the now-defunct Design Advi- 
sory Group might be resurrected, with 
more authority than it had in the past, to 
help control the way downtown Andover 
looks 


The planners will continue that dis- 
cussion during their next meeting, sched- 
uled for 7:30 p.m. Tuesday, Sept. 24.
